Magic term 


Not that it is a bleak picture 
eit ds just a sketch of a vine, 
by the 19th-century = French 
artist Charles Francois 
Daubigny. He made the sketch 
for n much bigger picture now 
In ‘the Louvre, ; 

The relevant point is that this 
pleture qyas the first, so It is 
belleved, te which the now 
magic term “imp! fonism” 
was applied, (it was meant, 
Incidentally, as condemnation, 
not pralse,) 

And the lesson 
“Investors” in 
commercial ups 
which befell the work of this 
forerunner — of the now 
s0-fashionable Impressionists. 

Daubigny was an artist of the 

Barbizon School, ‘They sot this 
neme because they had the 
then revolutionary — idea of 
painting Inndscapes direct from 
nature, and went to the country 
village of Barbizon to do it, 
. Daublgny, with his friends, 
had little success in his lifetime. 
They suffered negicct, just as 
the Jater Impressionists did. 

Afterwards they were specta- 
cularly “discovered"—ias were 
the Impressionists,

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But ther (I<would tell this as 
gently os possible to my 
imaginary milifonnire) — then 
the story took a turn which has 
rot come to the Jmpressionists, 
Not yet, at any rate. 


Cold eye 


Fashion suddenly turned oa 
eold eye on the — Barbizon 
pictures, Their ‘landscapes all 
at once be#an to seem dull and 
over-famillar Pricecs crumbled, 
and their successors, the Jm- 
pressionists, baomed, 


Inevilably, many collectors 
tnek henyy losses, Nowndays the 
records of these are mostly 
hidden away Icindly jn the 
ledgers of art dealers in London, 
Parls, and New York, 

Still, [ have been able. to 
trace the vicissitudes of some 
vf these pictures, One of them 
a tranquil Jandscape called 
Evening, In by this same artist 
Doubigny. 

It first attracted attention in 
the collectian of the Scottish 
thread magnate Sir Archibald 
Coats, He sold it in 1914, for 
9.870, A 

The boom was well on thens: 
a year luter an American 


Barblzon-fancier named Willis 
James puid more than £6,000 
for jt. 

Latcr, another - American, 
Willinan Butterworth, bought it 
for the same price—and It was 
an uplicky Investment. When 
his family sold: It in 1954, after 
his death, it fetched’ a mere 
£570, 


A rally | 


And as If to emphasis: the 
uncertainty of the trade, there 
uas been lately a modest rally 
mg in Barbizon prices. in 1955, 
vack in London again, this pic- 
ture sold for £1,750. 

But what a decline from the 
£6,000 of 40 years earlier! And 
in today’s values, that sum 
equals nearly £20,000. 

What would have happened 
if these collectors had put thelr 
money — ‘instead into more 
vonventional investments on the 
Steel Exchange? 

if that 1914 sum of £3,870 
had gone into 
thares at that time, it would 
lave grown to £39,040 In 1954, 
when the picture had slipped to 
£570: 

And jf Mr Willis Jomes had 
chosen these shares Instead ot 


Rolls-Royce,

Staggering | 


«Even the most pedestrian of 
securitics would have fared 
better than the plieture. That

And, of course, there would 
haye been the Interest, wh!ch, 
if you are rich enough, yeu 
might equate with the pleasure 
of looking at the pleture on your 
wall, : 


Similar upheavals have come 
to utterly different kinds of 
painting. 

The English Victorians used 
to pay staggering sums for their 
fashionable painters’ works, 

in 1890 ao picture by the 
Victorians’ darling, Sir Edwin 
Landscer, was sold for £1,260, 
A little ‘earlier the Natlonal 
Gallery picked up Plero della 
Francesea's Nativity for £2,415. 

Today the National Gallery's 
picture would be worth perhaps 
£500,000, The Landsecr went 
for £94 103, a few years afo 

And so the pendulum swings, 
Investing in pictures can be 
just as wild a gamble as any 
“filer” on the Stock Exchange

No need for the 


to be jealous! 


How many pictures 
in the exhibition of 
Russian painting, which 
opened recently, could 
hold their own in the 
National Gallery or the 
Tate? 


The answer which I am sorry 
to give is: prectous few. 

Out of scven centuries repre- 
sented, the past five appear to 
have producee paintings which 
are occasionally pleasant but 
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never, ky European standards, 
esiything” but provincial, 


In the first rooms at Burling- 
ton House are some splendid 
mediaeval pictures of the sort 
known as icons; stiff devational 
images of a forcefulness which 
recalls the finest Russian choral 


music, 


The National Gallery owns no 
14th-century painting so im- 
pressive as the austere, 
mesile-like Death*of the Virgin. 
This is Russiun art at its best 
and purest. 


The’ first casily - enjoyable 
pictures occtir in the 18th-cen- 
tury rooms; two mischievous 
little schoolgirls by Levitsky, 
two portraits of Russian beau- 
tics by Borovikovsky, a vicw In 
St Petersburgh by Alexeyev, All 
of these imitate European 
models, but with a charming 
Russian accent. The most re- 
markable picture is, perhaps, 
the compelling portralt of a 
Russian peasant woman by 
Argunov, an ¢x-serf of genius. 

Tho  i0th-century pictures 
contain no revelations, but are 
interesting as a scrics of foot-~ 
notes to the great. Russian 
nevelists, A Poor Aristocrat's

by Fedotov, are like Russtan 
pre-Raphaclites, 


Among the less pretentious 
studies of Russian peasant life, 
Makovsky's On the Boulevard 
and Perov's Tom the Owl show

Of the golden period which 
produced the Russlan Ballet, 
Chogall and Kandinsky, there 
js atmest nothing cxcept 
colourful ballet design by 
Benols. ond a wonderfully gor 
picture of joy-riders on sicdges 
Ly Kustodiev. Apparently Soviet 
Russia honours only its political 
revolutionarics. 

Finally, four rooms of official 
Sovict art: mostly huge, political 
posters. executed In the style of 
the dreariest capitalist-bourgcols 
Academicians of 40 ycars ago. 

But there is one painting 
which redecms_ this array of 
psinstaking banality: New Sails 
by the 55-year-old Eduard 
Kalmins. : 

This is idcologically pure, i.c., 
a straightforward — representa- 
tion of hardworking Sovict 
types. But it ts also heroic com- 
resition in the tradition of 
Courbet and Gericault. 

Apart from the Italian Com- 
munist, Guttoso, and our own 
Staniey Spencer, I can think of 
no more serious figurative 
punter Uving than this hitherto 
unknown Russian.

Cotton Export 
Regulations 


The Government this morning 
released new regulations 
governing the export of Hong- 
kong-made cotton products to 
the .UK. 

The’ regulations. provide ‘that 
wlth the exception of yarns end 
threads, sacks ond bags, stock- 
ings and socks, knitted clothing, 
gloves and footwear, a Ilcence 
will be required for the export 
of any cotton manufacture. 

The regulations come into 
effect on Februory 1, and are 
current until January 31, 1962.
